Tfco greal wall of China was measured 


in many places by Mr. Uulhank, an Ameri- 
can engineer, lately engaged on n survey 
for a Chinese railway. 
His measurements 


givo the height of eighteen feet, and ft 
width ou Iho top of fifteen feet. 
Every few 


hundred yards thcio is a tower twenty to 
twonly-four feet square and from Iwenly lo 
forty-five feet high. 
Tho 
foundation of 


the wall is cf solid granite. 
Mr. 
Uuthauk 


brought with him n brick from the wail, 
supposed lo hnvo been two hundred years 
beforo Iho timo of Christ. 
In building 


this immense, stone fence lo keep out tbo 
Tartars tbo builders never attempted lo 
avoid mountains or 
chasms lo savo ex- 


pense. For thirteen hundred miles 
the 


wall goes over plain and mountain, and 
every foot of tbo fonuilallou is in solid 
grauile, and tbo most of the structure solid 
mnsoury.- In Komo places tho wall is built 
smooth up against tha bank, or oanons, |or 
precipices, where Is n sheer descent of one 
thousand fcot. 
Small Rlrenms aro arched 


over, and in Iho larger streams tho wall 
runs to the water's edge, and n lower is 
built on each sido. On tbo top of tbo wall 
Micro aro breast works and defences, fee- 
ing in and oul, so the defending forco can 


a from one tower 
to another without 


bting exposed to 
an enemy from either 


Ride. To calculate tlis timo of building or 
cost of this wall is beyond human skill. 
So far as the magnitude of Ibo work is 
concerned, itsurpas-ies everything in an- 
cient or modern times of which thero is any 
Irnco. Tho pyramids of Egypt aro nothing 
compared lo it.
